Ii, at the end of their terms, 
they fail to make it in soccer, 
they have something to fall 
back on. 

This is the furthest, I think, 
that any plan or scheme can go 
with ‘professionalism’ in this 
counstry- 

Full time soccer players and 

managers would simply wreck 
the economy of the clubs, 
probably quicker than they did 
in the USA where the available 
capital was counted in mil- 
lions. 
But there is no doubt that 
something ought to be done to 
alleviate the enormous was- 
tage in talent, to bridge the 
gap which seems to exist be 
tween us and the world elite at 
senior level — but not among 
juniors. 

Maybe the ASF should or- 
ganise a thorough and detailed 
investigation inte the prob- 
lems of this ‘generation gap’ 
where all the reasons and not 
just the few obvious ones could 
be pinpointed. 

Such an exercise would at 
least tell us why we find it so 
difficult te become a major 
power at senior level At least 
we would know, even if we 
couldn’t completely rectify the 
matter.

British style 


stupid here 


There was one 
rather ironic thing 
about Tim White’s 
article two weeks ago 
where he, in the face 
of my own earlier 
comments, vigor- 
ously defended the 
virtues of British 
coaches. 


It was the page Jayout. 

Tm not sure Tim would have 
been‘ ail too pleased, for right 
about his article was Andrew 
Dettre’s column with the dis- 


turbing heading: “‘No-one’s 
really interested in the Nation- 
al League.”” 


I mean, there’s Tim telling 
what a good job the coaches 
are doing and on the same 
page it is being pointed out 
that nobody’s interested in the 
football. 

It seems Tim did not really 
understand what I was driving 
at’ when ¥ argued in an earlier 


column that Australia should _ 


be relieved of the British in- 
fluence in its coaching. 

Tim’ speaks of success in 
terms of results. I spoke of 
success in terms of standards 
of entertainment which might 
just draw the odd soul to the 

ames. 

Eddie Thomson, too, spoke 
of results when he argued the 
contrary view to mine else- 
where in the Press recently. 

He spoke of Vic Dalglish and 
Jimmy Shoulder and other 
British coaches who brought 
success to Australia. 

I fave no argument with the 
results British coaches have 
achieved: Eddie Thomson, 
Len McKendry, Brian Garvey, 
Roy Thompson. 

But as Eddie Thomson, and 
his club will admit, results and 
the winning of championships 
are simply not enough to guar- 
antee crowds in this country. 

After this season even Len 
McKendry’s Hellas might be 
wlng to admit that. 

But'back to Tim White who 
really should have paid more 
attention to what he was read- 
ing If he did he would have 
noted that I never argued that 
aif’ our coaches should be 
Brazilian, or they should al} be 
Yugoslav, or Hungarian, or 
Ttalian; or German; or Dutch. 

Despite Tim’s psychological 
diagnosis, 1 do not “harbour 
fantasies of a jumbo jet para- 
chuting a squad of Brazilian 
coaches into) Australia, trans- 
forming our players into Zicos 
or Peles.” 

Tim should really have 
stayed clear of that one. I may 
not know how much about 
Coachng, but I may know as 
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The view that Brazilian 
coaches should be brought to 
Australia has béen misunder- 
stood before, notably after the 
1982. World Cup when many ob- 
servers, other than myself, 
suggested just that. 

There was pontification and 
intellectualisation about gen- 
étic factors, social factors and 
how hard-boned, macho Aussie 
boys could never be as dainty 
with their football as are 
creoje-skinned Brazilian ur- 
chins. 

Yet nobody had suggested 
Brazilian coaches would bring 
spamba-soccer or create in- 
stant Brazilian wizardry. 

But sure as hell they would 
have done something about the 
alarming shortage of ball con- 
trol, technique and imagina- 
tion our players, young and 
old, display — whoever it is 
that coaches them. 

The bit about genetic factors 
is also a lazy, ent argu- 
ment with not a dash of evi- 
dence to support it. 

You don’t have to’benegroid 
or Latin to have ball skills. 
Best, Bowles, Currie, John- 
stone, Brooking and Hoddle, 
and hundreds of other Anglo- 
Celtics have proven that — not 
to mention the thousands of ri- 
gidly built Dutch, Germans 
and Slavs. 

And you don’t have to be 
Anglo-Celtic to have aggres- 
sion and commitment either, 
as so many black players in 
England are proving. 

Your soccer environment, 
the styles that surround and in- 
fluence you, however, do make 
a difference- 

Those two classy Argenti- 
nians of the mid-70s, Carlos 
Babington and Rene House- 
man, were genetically as Brit- 
ish as their names suggested. 

They both were of British 
parentage, yet their football 
was an antithesis of all that 
the world recognises as British 
— because Argentine football, 
the Argentine style and, pre- 
sumably, Argentine coaching, 
was their influence and pe- 
dagogue. 

That style in Australia, that 
technical environment, is pre- 
dominently British, There is 
the danger and there was the 
point of my original argument. 








antly, 1 also added: “‘or at 
least not with a British ap- 
proach to football.’ 

This did not even suggest 
that there was something nec- 
essarily wrong with British 
football. It suggested that 
there WAS something wrong 
with allowing Australian 
soccer to develop on a tilt 
towards one particular style, 
whether that style was British 
or not. 

Our advantage over the de- 
veloped soccer world, albeit 
our only advantage, is that sty- 
listically our soccer is still at 
an infant stage and can be 
fashioned into directions 
almost of our own choosing. 


If our style is allowed to de- 
velop on its present track, we 
will be no more than copies of 
the British — who will always 
have more than 100 years start 
on us. 

Tim White says I blatantly 
insulted the ability and dedica- 
tion of our junior coaches. Yet 
I spoke not of their ability nor 
dedication. I spoke only of 
their stylistic influence. 


. All I ask is that the style of 
Australian soccer is to some 
degree diluted so that it 
becomes more entertaining 
and more relative to the 
people who watch it.

The British coaches and 
their influences are not entire- 
ly to blame for that style and I 
didn’t say they were. But, if 
they'll! pardon me, they could 
do with some new blood. 
Would it be so discriminatory 
to suggest the odd non-British 
coach here and there? 


Goodness me, would the 
country turn on its head if just 
one State Director of Coaching 
wasn’t British? 


Australian soccer matches 
are watched regularly by mi- 
grants, the origins of whom is 
restricted to Greece, Italy, 
Yugoslavia and, to a lesser ex- 
tent, Malta, Hungary, Holland 
and South America. 


Remarkably our huge Brit- 
ish migrant population snubs 
Australian soccer. Yet, even 
more remarkably, our style is 
distinctly and increasingly 
British.
